Their Commerce-Anti-Foreign Spirit

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal, Jan. 2.—The 
landing of the 3d Japanese Army Corps on 
the south coast of the Gulf of Pechili means 
that Wel-Hai-Wei is to be taken from the 
land side. The Japanese navy will probably 
act, as ut did at Port Arthur and Talien- 
Whan, in a precautionary capacity. 

There can be no doubt that the great fort- 
ress which commands the southern sic , 
the approach to Peking will fall as easily 
as the other Chinese strangholds have fallen. 

‘The 8d Army is even better equipped than 
either the Ist or 24 Army, and consists of 
the most intelligent troops in the Japanese 
Emptre—men from the North, men who 
more nearly resemble white people in their 
appearance and habits than the rest of 


their nation. Wei-Hai-Wei could have been ¢ 


taken by a portion of the 2d Army, but the 
officers of the Sendai garrison absolutely 
begged to be permitted to take their troops 
into the field against China. 

The Chinese are no better off than they 
were six months ago in their preparations 
for defense. All seems to be confusion, brag 
and recrimination. As the war progresses 
it is geen more clearly than ever that China 
is ndt a ration, but @ loose-jointed confed- 
eracy of nationalities apathetic toward 
each other and jealous.

The talk about a vast army massed, for 
the defense of Pekin seems to have little 
foundation. The Japanese are well aware 
that the road to Peking is open and undis- 
puted. 

England is the only power dreaded just 
now, and the man who is interested in the 
next turn of affairs had better keep his 
éye upon the British. I am satisfied that 
Russia has decided not to take any ag- 
gressive part in the trouble. 

Meanwhile the Japanese Government is 
concentrating its attention upon the new 
treaties. With the abolition of foreign 
séttlements and the annihilation of consu- 
lar jurisdiction the Japanese hope to shut 
out the British and American commerce in 
the east and extend their own commer- 
cial interests in Asia. 

The anti-foreign, anti-white and anti- 
Chinese spirit was never stronger than it 
is now, and yet a few days ago the Japanese 
authorities gave permission to the agent of 
the American Bible Society to distribute 
tracts in the hospitals and barracks at Hir- 


Oshima. 

The joke is almost grotesque, considering 
the desperate game Japan is playing with 
the diplomacy of Europe and America. 
Three months ago a missionary who would 
have even suggested the idea of distributing 
Christian tracts among the pagan soldiers 
of a proud pagan empire would have been 

aughed to scorn. 

I prévict that if the rights of Americans 
in Japan should be surrendered the mission- 
ary .work of all sects except Shinto and 
Buddhist will be crushed out. 

The Japanese seem to have arrived at a

It will be seen that the trade relations 
of England and America to Japan are al- 
most exactly opposite, and the explanation 
is that the bulk of the American cotton 
used by the Japanese spinners is shipped 
from Liverpool, and is therefore credited 
in the annual trade reports to the British.

During the night he was restless, but toward 
dawn he took a cup of beef tea. From this 
time on he became stronger, the power of 
motion of his legs and arms came back to 
him and his mind was perfectly clear. He 
could talk, but with difficuity. His tempera- 
ture was normal and his pulse remained 
all day and up to 8 o’clock at night in the 
condition of a perfectly Well man, and there 
was no inflammationin the wound, and at last 
accounts there were no in of fever 
setting m. 

According to the technical description of 
the wound, it commences on the top of the 
head and in entering the brain cuts the 
fissure of Rolando. This section of the 
brain is supposed to affect the power of 
motion, the truth of whith claim is borne 
out by the manner in which Stetson acted 
on the way to the hospital.

To Town to Buy and Would Do 80 
if Gtven Half a Chance—Time for Ac- 
tion. 


Every autumn for the past decade or 
more the business men of St. Louis, through 
the Fall Festivities Association, have.spent 
thousands of dollars in preparing and carry- 
ing out a series of entertainments to at- 
tract visitors to the city. The entertain- 
ments have been most successful, both as 
entertainments and as the attraction for 
which they were intended. People from 
the outlying towns have taken time and 
came to the city on these occasions and 
while here have spent large sums in the 
stores and elsewhere. 

Although the Fall Festivities Association 


no longer exists, the same, or similar at- 
tractions, will be presented next fall, the 
Business Men's League having fallen heir 
to the task of preparing and advertising 


the occasion. It is hoped that the next 
season of carnival will draw even a larger 
crowd than any previous one. It is on 
this account that one of the first matters

On the same principle that the oftener 
one goes to the theater or a ball game, 
the oftenér he wants to go, it is a safe 
statement to make that the oftener people 
come go town the oftener they will come. 
It is ‘largely on this account that the 
Business en’s League will take up the 
matter in the hopes of inducing the rail- 
roads to immediately establish a service 
in accordance the wth of the city. 
The fall festivities are but one attraction 
to draw visitors. And to draw a crowd 
with the present service the attractions 
must be exceptionally good. People will 
not get up at 5 o'clock in the morning, 
ride 100 miles and sit around all day to wit- 
ness any cheap pageant. 

WHAT THEY WILL DO. 

Of course some people during the carnival 
week will come in and stay three or four 
days, but they are a very small minority. 
The majority of visitors would like to reach 
town about 10 o’clock, spend a couple or 


three hours in the stores, take in the Ex- 
position and then watch the parade in the 
evening. To — the biggest crowd to the 
city a good train service in at a reason- 
able hour in the morning is a necessity. 
To have such a service in necessitates an 
early iafternoon service out. If such a 
service were established at once — 4 — 
would soon get in the habit of coming to 
town, and then when the fall festivities 
came there would be the biggest crowd in 
the city ever known. This of course is but 
one reason why there should be an im- 
proved train service. 

The chief reason why 2 should be 
an improved train service is because 14 
the interests of the city and country 
mand it. That people living within 100 
miles of a city of over 600,000 inhabitants 
should, in nearly all cases, have but one 
train a day to town is something that can 
not be comprehended in these latter days 
of the nineteenth century. St. Louis claims 
to be a progressive city. It claims to be 
up to date in everything else but its train 
service, and a sure enough fin de siecle 
city. But in the matter of a od local 
train service it is only a middle of the 
century city. It has,about the same sort 
of a service that New York had during the 
war and Chic had at the «me of the 
fire. It has railroads—that is road bed 
and tracks—a fine passenger station, good 
terminal facilities, but its train service— 
well, really; it has nothing but a through 
train service. 

TIME FOR ACTION. 

There never was a time when the mer- 
chants had greater need of customers, and 
there never was a time when country people 
could so well afford to come to St. Louis 
to trade. Competition is sharp, and the 
great stores, with their hundreds of em- 
ployee, must sell a great amount of goods 

to pay expenses. Because of this compe- 
tition country. people can save money by 
coming to this great market for their sup- 
plies. The variety of goods in the St. Louis 
stores cannot be surpassed anywhere, and

Why the railroads will not see this is 
what the average citizen cannot understand. 
Give country people a service Which will 
enable them to leave home from 7:30 to 9 
o’clock in the morning and arrive home 
again not later than 7 in the evening, and 
they will 1 it. This would get them 
to town from 10 to 10:30 a. m., give them 
from four to six hours to shop and permit 
them to leave before they were completely 
tired out. They all demand the service, and 
have said as distinctly as ble that 
they would patronize it. Why not have it?
